Mr. P. Tecumseh Sherman, son of Gen- 
eral Sherman, and a conspicuous member of 
the minority in the Board of Aldermen, has 
heretofore criticised the charter of Greater 
New York as a piece of “ criminal legisla- 
tion,” and Controller Coler has indicated 
Lately 
Mr, Sherman has gone further and issued 


‘a statement showing that the cost of gov- 


ernment in the five boroughs now compris- 
ing Greater New York has increased from 
$68,000,000 in 1897 to $90,000,000 for the 
coming year. Aligmented by the $50,000,- 
000 of bonds to be issued for the subway, 
the sum to be administered by the} local 
government next year reaches $140,000,000, 
or, as the Outlook remarks, “ nearly double 
the expenditures of all the State govern-. 
ments in the country in the census year, 


1890.” 'The Outlook adds that, apart] from 
the subway enterprise, “the regular pay- 
‘roll in 1900 will amount to $44,000,000, and 


were it not for the civil service law and the 
public. jealousy of patronage in the public 
school system the whole sum could be given 
or withheld so as to control votes. A large 
part of it can still be so used, and there 
is crying néed for carrying forward the 
principles of civil service reform.” 

The gravity of these facts not only' 
significance to the recent decision of the 
New York State ‘Supreme Court thre 
ing the position of Boss Croker’s nephew, 
Edward F. Croker, as chief of the 
department, but it enforces the vital neces- 
sity for character and special fitness im the 
public service of that vast city. While 
there is no divine infallibility i in competitive 
examinations as a method of entering gov- 
ernment service, that method is recognized 
in the present state of municipal govern- 


Om HLT may be disposed of in time, but 
Warszawiak is a perennial trouble.

The activity is 
not pernicious, but rather a healthy sign. 
Troubled water is not to be feared so much 
as stagnant water. The former indicates 
that some of the theologians are dissatisfied 
with the old standards, and that others, 
having broken loose from their time-honored 
but insecure moorings, are seeking new and 
safer anchorages, The world is moving 
so rapidly that even theology cannot afford 
to lag. All signs indicate it ig joining the 
forward movement, and all these little ruc- 
tions and dissensions are only ‘preliminary 
features of that movement. In the lan- 
guage of the world, theology is “ getting a 
move on itself,” and that is a healthy sign.

rROPOLITAN “CAR ROUTES. | 
Th distinctive feature of rapid transit 
in Chicago, as pointed out in the Harlan re- | 
port, is not its “ longest rides,” but the lack 
of single transportation ‘line passing 
from one side of the city through the busi- 
| ness center to the other side of the city. 
This municipality is set off from every other 
correspondingly located in the country by 
its belated radial organizatton of transit 
facilities, both elevated and surface. Every 
line on either level which enters the busi- 
hess district terminates there either by 
a l or by switching back, and returns 
on itself. The obvious result is that no. 
person can travel through the business dis- 
trict—a . thing which multitudes are con-. 
stantly eompelled to do, and often in making 
journeys of very moderate length—without 
both changing cars and paying two fares. 
The tremendous importance of this fact‘to 
intramural travel and development—a fact 
for the continuing of which the| cumber- 
some and expensive loop systems are main-| 
tained—has never been thoronghly con- 
sidered by Chicago, for the mere reason 
that it has been the established order. It. 
is now reported that: the Union Traction 
company is next summer to institute the 
first exception to this general situation by 
establishing a continuous route from Doug- 
las Park, via Fifth avenue and he Wells: 
street’ bridge, to Lincoln} Park. 
Whether this change shall er Pa take 
place and whether it shall prove the first 
step ina general reorganization on the same 
principle of our rapid transit system, re- 
mains to be seen. The comparative back- 
wardness in this important respect, how- 
ever, of Chicago’ s street failway develop- 
ment should not be overlooked. St. Louis, 
fronting the Mississippi as Chicago does 
the lake, has. exhibited less public spirit and 
been more absolutely at the mercy of street 
railway promoters than any other Western 
town of size, . Yet St. Louis, though its 
traffi¢ is prevailingly on the radial plan, has | 
at least several routes passing from side 
tq side of the city through its business dis 
trict, and a general transfer system fo 
the whole city has just been introduced. 
Milwaukee, whose location, lake front and 
'_double-branched river included; corre- 
sponds precisely to that of Chicago, has 
six main routes of this diametrical sort, 
and a general system of transfers exists. 
Detroit, likewise fronting the water, fur- 
nishes another and a conspicuous example 
of the same Ité chief street rail- 
way lines occupy the five main thorough- 
fares of the town, which radiate from the 
business district, and formerly these lines 
terminated at this point. But after the 
consolidation of several years ago these 
radial lines were simply spliced together 
at the center and made diameters—usually 
crooked ones, but still diameters. General 
transfers also prevail, Baltimore, Wash- 
ington, Philadelphia, though unlike 
cago in situation, have their street car. 
service largely organized on the plan of 
diametrical routes, and with certain rather 
extraprdinary modifications in Philadel- 
phia, and certain limitations due to in- 
complete consolidation in Washington, gen- 
eral transfers prevail. New York is of such 
peculiar shape, and Brooklyn is so ex- 
clusively an appendage to it, that no close 
parallelism in this respect can be drawn-be- 
tween either of them and, Chicago.

THE LATEST ‘MICHIGAN SCAND 

Michigan is becoming prolific in official 
scandals. A few Looks ago the late Speaker 
of the House and a State officer were in- 
dicted for attempting to get a bill passed 
by corrupt means. This .week Governor 
Pingree has called on the State Quarter- 
master General, Adjutant General, and 
Inspector General for their resignations. 
He has done this because of some un- 
pleasant facts brought out by the grand 
jury which has been hard at work at 
Lansirg—facts so unpleasant as to call for 
the summary dishonorable dismissal of the 
officers who have been named instead pe a 
request for their resignations. 

Last year the State made an ndbaiigiehlc 
tion for the purchase of quartermaster’s 


stores—tents, clothing, etce.—for the use of 


Michigan troops that might be called out 


on account of the war with Spain, At the 
close of that war there remained on hand 
supplies which never had been used, valued 
at $53,000. The act making the war loan 
appropriation provided that no part of the 
money should be used for National Guard 
purposes. But for this provision, which 
turned out to be an unfortunate one, these 
surplus stores would have been transferred 
at once to the National Guard, and pee 
would have been no scandal. 

The three officers mentioned, who | com- 
pose the Military board, or at least the 
majority of them, decided to sell those- 
quartermaster’s stores so as to close up the 
war loan account. They solicited bids for 
them, and accepted one of $10,500, made 
by an alleged Chicago company. The 
goods were shipped to this city. The same 
Military board had authority to buy tents, 
clothing, ete., for the National Guard. It 
advertised for proposals and accepted dne 
of about $60,000, made by a Michigan com- 
pany. The contract was filled by the re- 
shipment from Chicago of the goods which 
had ben sent there, and their delivery to 
te authorities. 
for $10,500 goods which it bought back 
again in a few days for almost $60,000. 
The company which has profited by this 
remarkable trade says it was simply a 
* sharp bargain,’ with no collusion on the 
part of the Military board. 

Assuming there was no collusion, the 
business incapacity of the members of the 
board is dazzling. It is remarkable that 
Governor Pingree, who 
originally, was able to find in Michigan 
men so conspicuously disqualified to look 
after plain business matters. The 
ernor has asked the Legislature to begin 
suit for the recovery of the money the 
State has lost against the company from 
which it bought back its own stords, and 
against the bondsmen of the Quartermaster 
General. Such a suit must be sucéessful. 
The State will have no difficulty ig proving 
such mental incapacity on the ae 
Military board as to make voida 
bargain made with them. 


FORWARD MOVEMENT OF THEOLOGY. 
Speaking in commercial] phrase, the re- 
ligious world just at present might be de- 
scribed as active and tending toward an ex- 
cited condition. In our own city the Chi- 
eago Theological Seminary has been and 
still is exercised over the alleged heresies 
of Professor Gilbert. The New York Pres- 
bytery is seeking to rid itself of the Mc- 
Giffert heresy, but even if it succeeds it 
will only unload the case upon the General 
Assembly. Professor Mitchell of the Di- 
vinity School of Boston University has 
driven out nine young and strenuous theo- 
logians, who have packed their grips and 
gone to Drew Seminary in New Jersey 
because they do not believe Professor 
Mitchell’s teachings square with those of 
John Wesley and other orthodox fathers in 
the church. 
This is not the only theological sensation 
in Boston. President Eliot of Harvard has 
been a bull in the Episcopalian china shop 
and has. made some dashing charges 
amongst the crockery. Being invited to 
attend the weekly rectors’ meeting and talk 
to them, he did so, but his talk was not of 
the kind they had expected, as he fell foul 
of the ritual and the Prayer Book, and 
frankly told the brethren that some parts
